September will only be a drop 
in the bucket and must be fol­ 
lowed by vast increasments if 
the conditions continue as at 
present. 
The west front struggle has 
been misinterpreted or unreli­ 
ably reported, 
either 
through 
the unw illingness of the allies 
to let the real facts be known 
or to the ignorance of the exact 
staus of facts on part

American newspapers, and for

Americans 
have been led astray as to the 
real situation. 
The allies are declared not to 
be making the headway we have 
been led to believe they were, 
and the sooner America wakes 
up to the seriousness of the sit­ 
uation the better.
